The U. S.Land office brifl not asked 


of Powning any affidavit of mineral or 
non-mineral laud. The State Land Of- 
fle has requested tho filing of non-min- 
eral lands, but as the Government has 
•withdrawn the land until the question 
•whether it was ever properly surveyed 
shall be decided, there ia no hurry about 
filing non-mineral or mineral affidavits. 
Pawning does not wish any aid from 
Nevada's Land Agent about any land he 
may claim. 
The Land Agent would be 


kept busy if he was at Washington de- 
voting himself to the interests of tbe 
persons who do need his aid. Prof. 
Young should bo a Washington attend- 
in;; to the duties of his position, or re- 
sign his office. 
The State is not paying 


him a $1,000 a year to play with tbe 
place. Go to Washington, Piofessor, 
and earn your salary, au 1 come back 
with your report, "mighty interesting 
reading" though it be, whether it suits 
all or not. As long as it shall be tLn 
truth no one can object to it. If Pown 
ing ia not entitled to any land, he won't 
got it, and he wont deserve to have it. 
And then anybody else can have it that 
wants it.

Washington and seive the Stiito to Ibo 
best of your ability. 


If, however, the Professor would bo 


materially aided in tho disuhnigo of his 
duties, Powiiiog will file the affidavits f 
reqaestsd so that the Professor can tul:r 
them along to Washington by to-morrow 
morning's train.

The hundreds of millionspioduced from 
its mines have been invested outside 
the State, for, until within a compara- 
tively recent date, Nevada -wag looked 
upon only as a good place to make 
money and then move away from.

it is demonstrated that ils soil, which 
was looked upon as worthless, is as fer- 
tile as any on the continent und capable, 
where water can be had for irrigation, 
of producing in abundance all 
the 


cereals, Iniits and vegetables of the 
temperate zone. Its climate is unsur- 
passed for heallhfnlnass and is rarely 
excessively hot or cold. The fevers so 
prevalent in many States are unknown 
here, and the lung diseases of New Eng- 
land are not generated in this atmos- 
phere. Its mineral resources are un- 
equalled in richness and extent and 
with the improved methods of reducing 
ores, now being invented, many gold 
and silver bearing leads heretofore con- 
sidered valueless 
can be 
profitably 


worked. Capital is abundant in the 
East and seeking investment in less 
promising enterprises tknn Nevada af- 
.fords, but that fact must ba made appar- 
ent to the moneyed men of tbe country. 
To do this the products and resources 
of every section should bo given all the 
publicity possible, and as that is the ob- 
ject of General Alexander's inquiry, he 
should receive all tho data that can be 
furnished from every mining camp, 
agricultural valley and Ktock range in 
the State.

The Board of Managers Hoave Se- 


lected a Site at Sauta Monica. 


Los AxGEiiEa, Dee. 8.—A dispatch 


from Las Vegas, N. M., gives the in- 
formation that the Board of Managers 
of the National Home for Disabled Vol- 
unteers, at a meeting held ia the Phce- 
nis Hotel Tuesday night, made their 
final decision of the question of the lo- 
cation of the Pacific branch of the 
Home. The place selected adjoins the 
town of Santa Monica, in this county, 
and is about fourteen miles from Los 
Angeles, and connected with this city 
fay two lines of railway. The progres- 
sive citizens who took such a patriotic 
and zealous part in securing the location 
of the Home shook hands yesterday with 
each other whenever they met. The 
accepted offer was as follows: 
To the Honorable Board of Managers of 


the National Home for Disabled Vol- 
unteer Soldier: 
GENTLEMEN:—We, the undersigned, 


respectfully effer the site hereafter do- 
scribed for the Branch Homo for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers, to-wit: 


Six hundred acres of land in one body 


to be selected out of the ranches San 
Jose de Buenos Ayres and San Vicente 
at Santa Monica, without cost to the 
Government. Said site to be selected 
by you anywhere along the line dividing 
the said ranches iu equal portions. 


That portion, near the foothills on the 


said line, running up to the base of the 
mountains, would command a most 
magnificent view of the mountains, the 
valley, the city of Los Angeles and the 
ocean, and could not well be surpassed 
for beauty of location in the State of 
California. 
The land is a rich sand 


loam, being composed of decomposed 
granite and vegetable mold and makes 
the warmest and richest soil possible, 
capable of producing not only all the 
varieties of fruits and vegetables pecul- 
iar to the semi-tropical region, but is 
susceptible of being beautified and or- 
namented with flowers, grass and trees 
equp.l to any spot in the country. A 
site can ba selected along the line indi- 
cated, nearly all of which is ready for 
the plow, there being no stones or brush 
to be cleared up, a portion already being 
under cultivation.

A ICnita ForHwus Already. 


At Tuesday',! session of the confer- 


ence of wool-growers ani wool-dealers 
of the United States, held in Washing- 
ton, the following was unanimously 
adopted: 


" The wool-dealers and wool-growers 


of th« United States, representing a cap- 
ital of over five hundred million dollars 
and a constituency of a million wool- 
growers and wool-dealers, asiembled in 
conference, have read the first annual 
message of the President to the Fiftieth 
Congress and declare that the sentiment 
of tbe message is n direct attack upon 
their industry, one of the most impor- 
tant of the Qountry, and in a positive 
violation of the National Democratic 
platform ol 1884, as interpreted by party 
leaders and accepted by the rank and 
file of the party; that the argument 
by the President for tho removal of our 
protection against foreign competition 
is one repeatedly made by tho enemies 
of our.indostrial progress,i»nd effectively 
answered in every school district of our 
land, and thoroughly disproved by the 
logic of facts and demonstration of'ex- 
perience. 
We had t\ right to expect 


something different from the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the nation, the most happy, 
prosperous and contented of ony of the 
world, made so by the policy of protec- 
tion and the development ho now seeks 
to destroy. 
We had a right to expect 


our President would fnvor tho wool- 
growers of the United States, and con- 
fess our deep disappointment as, instead, 
he favors the interests of our foreign 
competitors. 
We make aa appeal from 


his recommendation to the seven and 
three-fourths millions of our fellow-citi- 
zeos engaged in agriculture, to the mill- 
ions engaged in manufacturing, to the 
army of waga-ourners, to the tradesmen 
and merchants, that the judgment and 
decision will bo based upon justice and 
patriotism, and, therefore, 1'or the main- 
tenance of the American policy of pro- 
tection, to which the country is indebted 
for its unexampled development nnd 
prosperity. 


"If tha whole amount of revenue de- 


rived from wool was abolished it would 
reduce the surplus only about $5,000,- 
000, or less than 10 cents per capita of 
the population, which is paid by foreign- 
ers, while the old war taxes he recom- 
mends be retained yield over $119,000,- 
000, and are a direct tux per capita of 
&2 each. 


"The total revenue derived from the 


imports on wool under the tariff of 1867 
was less than 81,700,000; under the 
reduced tariff of 1883 the revenue lust 
year was only $5,000,000. 
The number 


of sheep in the country in 188i ^vna 50,- 
026,626, in 1887 44,7o9,314, a 'decrease 
of nearly 6,000,000, and the diminution 
of the annual wool product is over 35,- 
000,000 pounds, thus showing that the 
reduction of the tariff by the Act of 1883 
had. increased the revenue1 from imported 
•wools nnd diminished the number of 
sheep in the Uuitod States about 12 per 
cent. 
The President's policy would 


bring about the destruction of this in- 
dustry, and the same policy of reduction 
or abolition of tbe tariff would end in 
disaster to. all other industrial produc- 
tive enterprises of the country." 


A BRIGHT 
OVt'LOOIC. 


Prospects ol' the Republican Party 


at Hie Next Election. 


WASHINGTON, December 8.—The Re- 


publican National Committee.was called 
to order at the Arlington Hotel at 11 
o'clock, by Chairman Jones, who briefly 
stated that the purpose of the meeting 
wja to select a lime and place for hold- 
ing the next National Convention of the 
party.
